H A Y T I, Feb. 8— The Hayti high school agriculture class is ex­ 
perimenting with a pig brooder to obtain three litters of pigs each 
I year from one sow. 
The experiment is being carried on under the supervision of M. 
Parker, the vocational agriculture teacher. 


Mr. Parker states that this is the 
only pig brooder in this area but 
he predicts that if it proves suc­ 
cessful here, as it has in other 
states, there w ill be widespread 
use of the brooder in the future. 
The pig brooder is constructed 
along the lines of a chicken brood­ 
er, heated by a large electric light 
bulb. 
A registered 
Yorkshire 
brood 
sow owned by the class just co­ 
operated splendidly by bringing a 
litter of 13 pigs to be used in the 
experiment. 
The pigs were taken from 
the 
sow when they were 48 hours old 


and placed in the brooder. 
They are being fed on a special 
diet of condensed milk that con­ 
tains added essential minerals and 
vitamins. 
This milk is 
obtained 
from 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 
In addition to getting three lit­ 
ters of pigs each year there are 
other advantages to be gained by 
using the brooder as: 
1. Raising all pigs the same size, 
regardless of number. 
2. Avoiding losses by crushing 
and disease. 
3. Cost is no more than if pigs 
are raised with the sow.
